St. Louisans were digging 
out today from a heavy snow 
which virtually halted public 
and privatg transportation for 
hours yesterday afternoon and 
evening. 

Thousands were late getting 
home, many taking as much as 
7% hours for a trip that nor- 
mally takes one hour. Some 
city workers gave up and stayed 
at downtown hotels, with 
friends living near their places | 
of employment, or at industrial | 
plants equipped to shelter and 
feed them. | 

The unexpectedly heavy 
snowfall ranged from 7.6 inches 
at the downtown office of the 
Weather Bureau to 11 inches 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field. It 
was the deepest snowfall here 
since Nov. 6, 1951, when the 
area was blanketed with 12.4 
inches. 


Colder Tomorrow. 

Traffic was moving slowly 
today but there was no serious | 
congestion. Streets were ex- 
pected to remain packed with 
snow for at least several days 
because of continuing cold 
weather. The Weather Bureau 
thermometer registered a 


frigid 14 degrees at 11 a.m.

|sputniks already sent up by 
the Russians, is believed ‘to be 
flying higher than either 
Sputnik and providing more 
important scientific 
tion. 

First details of the launch- 
ing of the “1958 Alpha” were 
made public early today by 
a panel of scientists who led 
the work on the project. 

Could Last for Years. 

The scientists said that In 
seven minutes the satellite 
had attained the necessary 
height of at least 200 miles and 
the necessary speed of about 
' 18,000 miles an hour to con- 
tinue circling the earth for 
| weeks, months or possibly even 
years. 

They estimated that its el- 
liptical orbit would take it 
from a low of 230 miles to a 
high of about 1700 miles from 
the arth. Maximum heights of 
the Russian satellites were es- 
timated at 560 miles for the 
first and 1056 miles for the 
second. 

It takes the American satel- 
lite 113 or 114 minutes to go 
around the earth, compared to 
about 90 minutes for the Sput- 
niks. Flying lower, the Sput- 
niks had less distance to 
travel. Satellite speeds are all 
|about the same. ! 
Barely Visible to Eye. 

Under the best 
1958 Alpha will be visible to 
the naked eye, the scientists 
predicted—that is when it 
passes directly overhead short- 
ly before dawn or after dusk. 
They said it would appear dim- 
mer than either of the Soviet 
satellites, however. 

The new satellite, still joined 
to the final-stage rocket mo- 
tor, is a pointed tube.

The Barge Lines’ Side 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We of the Inland Waterways 

Common Carriers Assocation have 
read with interest your recent edi- 
torial on the railroads. 
_ The common carrier iniand 
waterway companies -have been 
granted permission to appear be- 
fore the Senate subcommittee on 
surface transportation to describe 
their essential role in the economy, 
and to put into proper perspective 
certain information supplied at 
the recent railroad hearings. 

The industry-nourishing rivers, 
controlled and developed by fed- 
eral investment, have brought sub- 
stantial new business to the rail- 
roads. Where barge lines have re- 
sponded to consumer demand for 
low-cost transportation of bulk car- 
goes, the rails have gained in 
highly rated finished manufactured 
products. : 


The fact is that long-term eco- 
nomic trends toward decentraliza- 
tion of production and the growing 
need for an assured supply of huge 
quantities of water for industrial 
processes have combined to stimu- 
late industry all along the rivers. 
One has only to look at the condi- 
tion of the railroads directly paral- 
leling the great rivers to prove 
this point conclusively. ; 

—_ « 


Demands of the railroads that 
navigation interests on the rivers 
be singled out for user charges is 
typical of their misunderstanding 
of the economics of the use of 
water resources. The railroads 
themselves, whose tracks along the 
rivers are protected from washout 
b¥ flood control, are among the im- 
portant beneficiaries of federal in- 
vestment. 


Flood control, drouth control, ir- 
rigation, hydroelectric power, rec- 
reation, navigation and stabilization 
of river banks are all part of an 
integrated water resources develop- 
mént program for the Mississippi 
i ot This system nourishes the 
lif of more than half the nation. 

land waterway transportation 
should not be singled out for spe- 
cial charges unless and until all 
beneficiaries are fairly charged. 
Since the general public reaps the 
benefits and has already paid in 
taxes for the water resource devel- 
opment, is there any sensible 
reason why the general public 
should pay twice through the im- 
position of special charges? 

The railroad demand for more 
freedom in rate making we find 
disturbing and unnecessary. This 
measure would particularly affect 
the common carrier water oper- 
ators because they are the only 
part of the waterway industry with 
published rates and regulated op- 
erations. 

Our annual business is less than 


1 per cent of the 10-billion-dollar 
revenues of the railroads. We do 
not need to speculate on what 
would happen if a rate war were 
instituted by the railroads. A rate 
war and worse happened to us in 
the ’80s and "90s and the rivers 
were swept clean of traffic. 
. . * 


We do not understand why the 
railroads need more freedom in 
this area unless it is to destroy a 
lower-cost method of transporta- 
tion. They have a great deal of 
freedom now. They have been 
granted, since the war, an over-all 
increase of more than 10 per cent in 
freight rates but have only both- 
ered to put into effect half of the 
increases authorized. 

In rate disputes between the 
barge lines and railroads before 
the ICC, the railroads have won 
more than half the cases. With this 
sort of box score, we fail to see 
how they can complain of out- 
moded and unfriendly regulation. 

This proceeding is one more 
chapter in the Hundred Years War 
the railroads have waged against 
inland water transportation. The 
railroads have many problems 
which deserve sympathetic help 
and we should like to see them 
helped. We are confident, how- 
ever, that solutions can be found 
which will not be at the expense 
of modes of transportation which 
have grown up in response to pub- 
lic need and public convenience.

‘The School Tax Crisis 


The St, Louis School Board is up against the 
same kind of money problem as the municipal 
government. Existing tax revenues are insuffi- 
cient to meet the inflated costs of maintaining 
present services. In each case, the only way 
the need can be met is by the people agreeing 
to dig deeper into their own pockets. 

Of the two arms of local government, both sup- 
ported by the same tax base, the School Board 
is :n the more serious and more immediate diffi- 
culty. Municipal finances will not be a matter 
of concern until after the start of the city’s 
next fiscal year, about April 15, but the School 
Board is rapidly approaching a real crisis. 

The record high tax levy of $1.51 tentatively 
adopted by the Board for submission to the vot- 
ers March 18 verges on being an all-or-nothing 
proposition. If it were to fail, the school tax 
would fall not merely to the present $1.30 level 
—it would plummet all the way to 89 cents. 
This is the maximum, under the Missouri Con- 
stitution, that the Board can levy without au- 
thorization of the voters. 

As each cent of the school levy produces about 
$165,000, the potential loss of revenue flowing 
from a defeat at the polls would amount to $10,- 
230,000. This is nearly a third of next year’s 
school budget. 

Almost as serious would be the automatic loss 
of about $6,500,000 in state aid. Under the state’s 
school Foundation program, local districts that 
fail to levy at least $1 do not qualify for state 
help. Unless the $1.51 rate carries ‘a simple 
majority will’ be necessary) the St. Louis sys- 
tem will not qualify for this aid, much of which 
is raised in St. Louis. 

Hard pressed city taxpayers may find some 
solace in the fact that, as high as the proposed 
levy is, it still is substantially below the rate 
in each of St. Louis county’s 29 districts. County 
rates range from a low of $1.94 in the Clayton 
district to $3.60 in Kirkwood. Apart from La- 
due, currently ievying $1.99, every other county 
district is carrying a rate in excess of $2. 

Even so, St. Louisans will demand that the 
School Board take another look at the budget on 
which the proposed rate is based. They will ex- 
pect that every ounce of fat be boiled out of it. 

It is doubtful if the instruction department 
is suffering financial overweight. Most, of its 
expenditures go for salaries. Only the other 
day the independent Governmental Research 
Institute reported that salaries paid St. Louis 
teachers average less than in many other larg 
cities. . : 


The proposed tax levy would provide a salary 
increase of $200 for each of the system’s 3200 
teachers and slightly more for school administra- 
tors. Eighty new teachers will be hired over 
the next two years to staff the five new schools 
that will be opened and to help maintain the 
pupil-teacher ratio at 35 to 1. 

If there is excess weight in the school budget 
it probably will turn up in the school system’s 
patronage-ridden Building Department. Board 
members solicitous of the state of public opin- 
ion would do well to scrutinize Building Depart- 
ment expenditures with great care. 

They also might court public confidence by 
taking some slight step toward implementing the 
recommendations of the $50,000 Kearney report, 
including at least a gesture toward streamlining 
the school operation under one executive rather 
than four.

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The Youth Who Killed 11 

The case of Charles Starkweather, the 19- 
year-old Nebraska youth who brutally killed 11 
peaceful and law-abiding persons before he was 
caught, appalls civilized society. None of: these 
murders could be described as a crime of pas- 
sion; they were done deliberately and over a 
period of days with evidence of cunning as the 
killer concealed his trail. Not one of the slain 
ever harmed Starkweather as far as is known. 

Starkweather had a few minor physical de- 
fects, such as being pigeon-toed and bow-legged. 
He did not get along well with his family, ac- 
cording to his father, and could not do his 
work properly as a garbage collector. Yet many 
another teen-ager has overcome far worse han- 
dicaps and defects. 

Many theories are being advanced. Dr. James 
M. Reinhardt, consultant criminologist for the 
Nebraska penal system and the FBI, says the 
youth simply yielded to a “compulsive drive 
for dominance and public recognition.” hat 
seems to be another way for saying he indulged 
in senseless savagery simply to gain recognition. 

In any case, Nebraska authorities have issued 
a murder warrant, so trial plus probable in- 
sanity hearings will eventually end the case of 
Charles Starkweather. But the legal process 
will not answer the question of what can be done 
to prevent the development of a murderer in the 
first place. The human race can launch an earth 
satellite, but it still lacks preventive medicine 
for its own inhumanities.

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How to Call for Home Rule 

The governing body of any St. Louis county 
municipality ‘with more than 10,000 inhabitants 
can do what has beén done in Overland and sub- 
mit the question of a home rule charter to a 
vote of the people. Overland citizens will de- 
cide on April 1 whether to choose a charter 
commission to frame an improved government— 
most likely the Council-Manager form. 

If the City Fathers decline to act, however, 
the citizens themselves can force a vote on the 
question. Under the Missouri Constitution a 
petition signed by 10 per cent of the qualified 
electors ‘in the community voting in the last 
city general election, can bring the issue to a 
head. A petition signed by 20 per cent of the 
electors would force a special election within 
90 days. 

Five of St. Louis county’s most progressive 
communities operate under home rule charters 
that specify a Council-Manager government. 
They include University City, Ferguson, Web- 
ster Groves, Berkeley and Clayton. 

Among the larger communities that could fol- 
low the same path to good government are: 
Kirkwood, Florissant, Bellefontaine Neighbors, 
Jennings, Richmond Heights and Maplewood.

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Football by Free Elections 

It seems that Fritz Crisler may have done 
more to football than first. struck the mind 
when he pushed through the new rule which 
will allow a team to score one extra point after 
a touchdown by kicking, or two by running or 
passing. Some bitter things were said at once 
about the new rule by coaches who admitted 
that they did not like the prospect of having 
to make up their minds. 

This was the first public confession by the

new rule to shuck the responsibilities which 
sometimes spoil their Monday lunches with the 
grandstand quarterbacks.

may let the crowd decide whether his team 
should try for two points or one. He-is thinking 
about getting up on the bench and asking the 
stands for a quick voice vote. This notion has 
profound implications: If the crowd can be con- 
sulted on this play, why not on others? Why 
not ask how many favor a quick kick on third 
down? How many want to run the off-tackle 
play against the other side of the line? Or how 
about a button-hook pass? Many minds are 
better than one, and—we aim to please. 
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Mideast Merger, Red Reverse 
The combination of Egypt and Syria into the 
single, so-called United Arab State, which has 
row been proclaimed officially in Cairo, is not 
the triumph of Russian statesmanship—or at 
least propaganda— it first seemed to be. In fact, 
the Soviet Union has more cause to take a dim 

view of it than does the West. 


Since the Communists in Syria, even though 
officially outlawed, were rapidly gaining power 
in that country, and because of Russian military 
aid to Egypt, a pro-Russian orientation to the 
unity move seemed logical. Now, however, it is 
reliably reported that Syrian President Shukri 
Kuwatly went to Cairo recently to urge early 
action for a united state on President Nasser, 
who had been somewhat cool about it all. The 
Syrians indicated that if matters were not hur- 
ried, the Communists might take full control in 
Damascus and Syria would be the lone Arab 
satellite. ! 


The first demand made by Nasser was that 
all Syrian political parties, including the Com- 
munists, be dissolved and that as in Egypt, only 
one political organization, the National Union, 
be tolerated. However grateful Nasser may be 
for Russian help, he is as anti-Communist as 
most Arabs. The party has been able to main- 
tain only a few clandestine, underground cells 
in Egypt. 


So the merger really looks like a serious set- 
back for Russian intrigue in the Middle East. 
But press comment in the two countries on the 
recent meeting of Secretary Dulles and Bagh- 
dad pact leaders suggests that, despite a Russian 
loss, there is no Western victory. 


Nasser is to be president of the new state, 
and Kuwatly its vice president. A joint cabinet, 
made up of members of the present Egyptian 
and Syrian cabinets, will serve for the time be- 
ing. A plebiscite is to be held soon, but indi- 
cations are that the voters will have no real 
choice. 


Since the political union represents the agree- 
ment of two men exercising virtually dictatorial 
powers, it was arranged quickly enough. Real 
unification of the two countries, divided by the 
Mediterranean sea and by Israel and Jordan, 
probably will be a rather long drawn-out job. 
Even though religious ties are strong between 
Moslems, less traditional forces are at work in 
the Middle East. 

Hence it is not possible to say that the union 
is sure to be a lasting one. It is doubtful that 
it will become, a&’Nasser hopes, the nucleus of 
a larger pan-Arab union. That is for history. 
For the present, the Russians have learned how 
diplomatic “successes” may slip through the 
fingers. 
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Snow, Soft and Silent 

The snow began to fall silently, softly, quick- 
ly. Like a fog, it made all distances short and 
gray. But trees and shrubs were bedecked with 
samite splendor, and the ugliness of streets and 
parking lots was hidden by all-blanketing er- 
mine. Those who went out with a snow shovel 
entered a sibilant, private world—but not a 
friendly one; as they turned around after clear- 
ing a few feet of walk, they saw only faint traces 
of their labor. 


And so the snow fell through the day. The 
cars, the trucks and the busses, moving with un- 
wonted deliberation, did their best to churn the 
streets into slush. But the snow continued to 
cover even that. The storm had not moved in 
early enough to keep many city people from 
work. But getting home! That always is an or- 
deal in a city which sees snow rather rarely. 
But snow calls for a co-operative adventure, too. 
It involves hours of speculation as to how bad 
matters will be by evening, devising alternate 
means of transportation and more likely routes, 
starting early or perhaps spending an hour in 
a tavern to “let the crush get out of the way.” 

“Snow diminishing to flurries and ending to- 
night,” said the weatherman, “cloudy and colder 
tomorrow,” but also “considerable sunshine.” So 
many of us were moving about again the next 
day. In fact, most of us went to bed deter- 
mined to make a special effort .o join in all the 
talk about getting home the prévious night. 
Snow, the bane of city traffic, but so lovely to 
look at. 
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This much has to be said about that sum- 
mit parley—those in favor of it sure had to 
start at the bottom and work up. 
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Burma’s Geronimo Surrenders 
Probably not in the three quarters of a cen- 
tury since Geronimo ran up the white flag at 
Camp Bowie, Ariz.. has there been a surrender 

comparable to that in Burma ofeU Seinda. 


U Seinda is the Buddhist monk who became 
head of the Arkanese guerrillas. He revolted 
against the British authorities a dozen years ago 
and continued his anarchy after Burma became 
a sovereign nation. Capturing U Seinda was 
never the solution because, as when he was im- 
prisoned at Tharrawaddy, one of his rebel bands 
would swoop down on the place of his incarcera- 
tion, seize the jailers and free U Seinda. 


These bands have been alittle of everything. 
They have been part insurrectionist, part ban- 
dit and part marauder. Communities have been 
pillaged and travelers on the Irrawaddy above 
Rangoon have been waylaid, robbed and killed. 
Nothing has plagued the government of Burma 
more than the seeming invincibility of these 
guerrillas and their sudden strikes against law 
and order. 


But at long last Burma has persuaded U Sein- 
da to lay down his arms. A capitulation cere- 
mony was held at Minbya, 275 miles northwest 
of Rangoon, in wild country. Surrendering 
with the long violent Buddhist monk were 1000 
of his followers. It was a state occasion with 
Burmese Deputy Prémier Thakin Tin receiving 
the surrender. 


This will not solve Burma’s financial and ra- 
cial problems, but it will give the new nation 
a sense of accountability denied it as. long as U 
Seinda and his followers were setting fire to 
villages more or less at will.

Missouri’s Timber Lands Mean Money, Jobs and Recreation”

A nationally known forestry spe- 
cialist stated a few years ago that the 
people of Missouri might not ade- 
quately support its forest program 
until disastrous fires had burned en- 
tire towns and destroyed millions of 
dollars worth of valuable resources in 
one spectacular series of fires, this 
damage accompanied by the loss of 
human lives. This happened in Maine. 
It need not happen here! 


Missouri. has 15,000,000 acres of

est Service is doing, 


an adequate job 
of protecting the area owned by the 
United States and is also helping pri- 
vate owners protect some of the lands 
that are intermingled with federal 
lands. In large .areas the Forestry 
Division of the Conservation Commis- 
sion is doing an adequate job of pro- 
tecting other forest lands: in some 
areas our efforts are spread too thin; 
and in others no actual help is avail- 
able to the public for protecting large 
tracts of timberland from disastrous 
fires. 


Your state agency started a for- 
estry program late in 1938. Nine men 
with five fire lookout towers and 
four trucks spent $5000 to begin pro- 
tection on 2,000,000 acres. Today 184 
men, 48 of them seasonal or used pri- 
marily in work other than fire, are 
engaged in this effort. They now use 
88 fire towers, 167 vehicles, 26 tractor- 
plow and bulldozer units, 16 aircraft 
and 328 two-way radio units — and 


spend $800,000—to protect 9,000,000 
acres of forest land. 


The forestry program must be a 
balanced one to get the most from 
each dollar spent. Such a program 
has advanced steadily during the past 
20 years. Tree planting by private 
landowners is on the increase, with 
2000 owners planting 3,000,000 trees 
last year. Twelve Farm Foresters are 
available to give technical assistance 
to landowners in 50 counties. Under 
the State Forestry Act, enacted by a 
farsighted Legislature, 535  land- 
owners have classified 330,000 acres 
of forest land set aside to be properly 
managed on a long-term basis. 


Other important developments in 
the over-all forestry picture include 
the establishment; growth and accred- 
iting of the School of Forestry in our 
own University of Missouri; and the 
advances in forest research both at 
the university and the federal experi- 
ment centers. 


In spite of all the progress which 
has been made, forestry is taken for 
granted by the public when it comes 
to financing the work. The basic need 
is the control of wildfires and it is 
this’ phase of the forestry program 
that is deemed most emphatically to 
be a public responsibility. The Con- 
servation Commission has asked the 
Legislature for adequate funds to get 
on with this job. The job is to ex- 
tend organized’ protection to some 
4,000,000 additional acres of forest 
land in the state. 


Unlike many forested states, Mis- 
souri chose to combine forestry with 
the fish and game program under the 
Conservation Commission. This per- 
mitted the commission to decide early 
in its growth that it would utilize in 
the neighborhood of 15 per cent of its 
income as the proper share of respon- 
sibility which hunters and fishermen 
had in the protection and managment 
of forest lands. The value of water- 
shed forests has long been recognized 
by fishermen in: providing clear fish- 
ing waters. Hunters recognized the 


value of well-managed forest lands for 
forest wildlife. 

Forests make their greatest mone- 
tary contributions to the general wel- 
fare of our people by supplying many 
timber products with which we are 
all familiar, such as lumber, barrel 
staves, fence posts, fuel wood, mine 
timbers, paper and fiber products. 

In Missouri, many of the counties 
with the largest percentage of forest 
land are in the lower-income produc- 
ing brackets, and many people have 
asked their Congressmen to do some- 
thing about it. They probably did not 
ask their State Legislature for they 
did not realize that by a small state 
investment the amount (and partic- 
ularly the quality) of the timber 
could be improved and, eventually, 
the economy of the. area would be 
better. 

Forest industries are quick to lo- 
cate in those states which have a high 
forest growth potential. Their forest 
lands must be pro- 
tected and abun- 
dant amounts of 
the material must 
already have grown 
to meet their needs. 
It is time wasted to 
try to bring a for- 
est industry into an 
area which does not 
have assurance of 
an adequate timber 
supply. It is already 
late to get the job 
done in Missouri, though it is not 
too late to reinforce the start which 
has been made. 

Last year, the Conservation Commis- 
sion financed 47 pe. cent of state for- 
estry expenditure, the Federal Govern- 
ment 25 per cent, and the Legislature 
appropriated from general revenue 28 
per cent. The need is for the Federal 
Government and the State Legislature 
to each match the amount that the 
Conservation Commission is spending 
from its income. All landowners who 
want their forest land protected from 


wildfires must be given the necéssary 
assistance.

PRESCRIPTION FOR SURVIVAL, by 
Brock Chisholm. (Columbia, 92 pgs., 
$2.50.) 

Under the vivid title, “Prescription 
for Survival,” Dr. Brock Chisholm 
presents a portentous warning to cit- 
izens of a world which numbers the 
atom among its weapons. Summarized, 
it is this: grow up—or else. Dr. 
Chisholm leaves depiction of the “or 
else’’ to writers like Nevil Shute and 
confines himself to the positive side 
of this mandate delivered to humanity 
by the big bombs. What direction 
shall this growth take and how must 
we begin? 

In essence, Dr. Chisholm considers 
adapting to a changing environment. 
Until lately, man has done passably 
well, but now “passably well” may be 
disastrously insufficient. Fhe splitting 
of the atom has so imperiled our 
planet that we must work urgently 
to make man over—beginning with 
the self. 

Where formerly we could chalk off 
occasional hates, prejudices, and irra- 
tionalities to “human nature,” now, 
the author believes, we must vie 
these with world-wide alarm. ~ 


“The critical world situation de- 


mands more from us than an ineffec- 
tive Secretary of State. The time 
has come. High-principled though he 
be, Mr. Dulles should go.” 

Says the Post-Dispatch: “The best 
contribution Mr. Dulles could make 
to the Atlantic community would be 
to step aside in favor of a Secretary 
of State who can sincerely and effec- 
tively explore the possibilities of a 
diplomatic settlement.”

must change human nature. And, he 
emphasizes, this doesn’t mean chang- 
ing the nature of others to suit our 
own.

In his final chapter, Dr. Chisholm, 
who is a Canadian psychiatrist and 
former director general of the World 
Health Organization, turns to the uses 
of imagination. The mind that has
